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Harbor's Birthday 
ANCIENT CAVERNS 


We would mye our readers to make it a point this week 


to vi&it one or as nuiny more possible of the events in the 
Bentcm Harbor centennial celebration. 


Technically, this 100th birthday party is slightly late. 


Our sister city officially began its lifo as a village in July 
of 18G6, but finding; a suitable time in which to assemble 
the manpower and other resources needed to put on a good 
show caused this slight delay. 


Our Saturday's edition listed the festivities in detail, so 


\v«_ won't attempt to repeat them here and shall simply 
cpSjfine ourselves to saying that the reader will find his 
tijne well spent to take in as many as he can. 


^The affair is as much a Twin City endeavor as it is 


strictly a Bentcm Harbor show and in that regard follows 
the pattern of St. Joseph's centennial in 193<1. Townspeople 
from each community are joining in the labor necessary to 
stage a worthwhile endeavor. 


The major difference between the two celebrations is 


one to be sensed rather than measured by the physical 
measurement of sight and sound. 


.This perception has its roots in the 1860s. 
The settlement of this area in the early 1800s establish- 


ed St. Joseph as a shipping and trading center, first known 
as Newburyport once the fledgling United States had es- 
tablished a firm dominion over the midweatern countryside. 


The land east from the river was devoted to fanning 


and some lumbering. Its occupants used St. Joseph as the 
funnel to dispose of their surplus products and to acquire 
goods and tools from the outside world. 


A ferry was the first means of negotiating the river, 


followed later by a wooden bridge. 


Legend lias it that the bridge burned one day. 
This touched off an argument as to whom should replace 


it, the St. Joseph tradesmen or their farmer customers 
across the river. 


The latter declined to subsidize the project. This so pro- 


voked the spokesmen for the eastern shore settlers that 
they decided to create their own trading center. The ship 
canal followed some ten years later as a public subscription 
enterprise and for the purpose of giving the new village 
direct access to the lake. 


It was at that point that the village took on its present 


name. The Harbor bespoke the rivalry already built up 
against St. Joseph and Benton was bestowed in honor of 
Thomas Benton, one of the men who pioneered the village's 
establishment. Later he was to be similarly honored when 
the village obtained its first fire engine and affectionately 
dubbed it the Tom Benton. 


The fortunes of commerce favored both communities. 


The growth pattern, however, was dissimilar and even 
before the turn of the century the more aggressive spirit 
of the Benton Harbor business community was pushing its 
area ahead of St. Joseph in population and trading results. 


This development cemented deeper than ever the rivalry 


engendered a year following the Civil War, and old timers 
from both towns can tell tales of what it meant for a group 
of St. Joe boys to go into Benlon Harbor or for the reverse 
to take place. A fist fight was the mildest spark thrown 
by that visitation. 
.' The two towns did get togther, though, in the early 1890s 
to. pull a caper which still rankles in 'the south end of the 
county. This was the "stealing of the court house" from 
Berrien Springs and moving the county seat to St. Joe. The 
Benton Harbor vote helped mightily in this nefarious plot, 
as the south enders called it. 


Better transportation in the form of the now long de- 


parted street railway nailed in the next step to better com- 
munications between the two cities. 
:lt remained, however, for the post World War II trend 


In urban America to forge an integregation which is not 
apparent on a map. 


Economically, this intertwining is so complete that one 


town could not get along without the other today. The 
partnership extends into the political realm by way of a 
jointly owned airport and sewage treatment plant and the 
meshing of water supply and public safety tactics. 


The independent soul is not keen on togetherness, but as 


one old enough to remember the dying yet resistant aspects 
of that old rivalry, we vote for what has replaced it. 
. Obviously we won't be around for St. Joe's 200th birthday 
or Benton Harbor's second centennial, but we like to think 
of this week's celebration as a reminder of what greater 
progress can be made for the area if today's reality can 
be strengthened even more. 


Satellite Control 


Ever since the Russians put the first Sputnik satellite 


into orbit in October, 1957, engineers have been aware that 
these spinning spheres thousands of miles in the sky would 
be ideal broadcasting transmitters. 


The Telstar and Early Bird communications satellites, 


which bridge the continents with their TV and radio pic- 
tures, have proved that such signals can be transmitted 
economically and clearly over limitless distances. 


• . Now the satellites have come home. The Ford Foundation 
has proposed to the Federal Communications Commission 
Uat a system of domestic satellites be constructed for the 
8 
™F of TV am' radio Broadcasts from sea to shining 
sea. The foundation added a controversial proposal for un- 
derwriting this scheme. 


The foundation's plan calls for a private, non-profit cor- 


poration to operate these domestic satellites, selling the 
service to the three national networks a a cost under what 
they are now paying American Telephone and Telegraph 
for using )ts coaxial cable. Part of the prof it would go toward 
a network of educational stations offering cultural pro- 
grams. 
' . There was instant opposition to the Ford Foundation 
proposal. Al&T saw many technical bugs in the plan, add- 
ing that if satellites were the answer, then the telephone 
companies could provide it, Comsat, with its 200,000 stock- 
holders, pointed out it is the only satellite company au- 
thorized to deal in such matters. 


The Carnegie Corp., with the blessing of President John- 


son, has been investigating the future of non-commercial 
television, and it has yet to be heard from 


The question of who should control the satellites will re- 


quire wisdom, fairness and patience, but control should ba 
within the sphere of private enterprise. 


Back To The Movies 


Confidence in the future of the motion picture industry is 


apparent in the number of new theaters springing up across 
the country. Trade sources estimate that nearly 15000 
movie houses are in operation in the nation, or about 1,200 
more than at the beginning of last year and 2,400 more than 
three ye.srs ago. 


Attendance has been picking up, too, with 47 million 


persons going to the movies every week last year or nearly 
eight million more than in 1958, the low point of the 
television era. While attendance is still far below the. 90 
million a week of the peak 194 6-4 8 period, moviegoers are 
paying higher prices than ever. Gross receipts reached a 
record $1.8 billion last year, or about $500 million more than 
the average for 1946-48. 
' Hollywood has thus found a sizable, and growing, audience 
i« deserting the free fare at home for entertainment that 
can be enjoyed without three back-lo-back commercials at 
every climactic moment, .
